Clinton Taps Lee Brown 
For Drug Policy Post 
Elevates It To Cabinet 

President Clinton's recent nom- 
ination of Lee Brown as the na- 
tion's director of the Office of 
Drug Control Policy breaks two 
barriers. 

The 55-year-old Brown, if con- 
firmed by the Senate, will become 
the first Black to lead the nation's 
war on drugs as well as the first 
police officer to ever hold the post. 

During the White House Rose 
Garden announcement, Brown 
was lauded by the President as 
having made a constructive differ- 
ence while heading the New 
York, Houston, and Atlanta po- 
lice departments. 

"He's got the vision to see condi- 
tions clearly and the courage to 
change what doesn't work," said 
Clinton, who recently elevated 



the office of the drug czar to 
Cabinet-level status. "Most im- 
portantly, he gets results. And 
this is exactly what we need in 
the war against drugs." 

Brown most recently has 
been serving on the faculty of 
Texas Southern University in 
Houston. 

Having spent most of his career 
as a police officer, Brown said he 
comes to the post with a 'firm, 
firm belief that illegal drugs must 
be controlled in America. I come 
here today with a strong, strong 
commitment that illegal drugs can 
be reduced in America. It is to 
that end I look forward to joining 
this administration and develop- 
ing for the President and the 
American people an effective na- 
tional drug control strategy."

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Lani Guinier Named 
U.S. Civil Rights Chief 
1st Black Woman In Post 

A Black woman lawyer who 
once helped bring a voting rights 
suit against President Clinton 
while he was the Governor of Ar- 
kansas was named the assistant 
attorney general for civil rights. 

Lani Guinier, a law professor at 
the University of Pennsylvania in 
Philadelphia, was the only Black 
announced by Atty. Gen. Janet 
Reno in a list of six nominees for 
senior posts in the Justice Depart- 
ment. 

She will become the first Black 
woman ever to head the depart- 
ment's civil rights division. 

Promoted by a host of Black 
women, headed by C. Delores 
Tucker, Guinier emerged as the 
nominee over a field which includ- 
ed many civil rights advocates, in- 



cluding Yale University law 
professor Drew Days, who previ- 
ously served in the post under 
President Carter. 

The announcement of the ad- 
ministration's civil rights archi- 
tect was an advance and the first 
indication of the direction of the 
Clinton thrust. 

While working with the 
NAACP Legal Defense Fund in 
the 80s, she helped bring voting 
rights charges against Governor 
Clinton in Arkansas, a Southern 
state which even today has not 
elected a Black member of Con- 
gress. 

Formerly a law clerk for Feder- 
al Appeals Judge Damon J. Keith 
and a juvenile court referee in 
Detroit, Ms. Guinier teaches 
courses in legal ethics^ criminal 
procedure and voting rights law 
at the University of Pennsylvania 
Law School.

Benjamin Hooks Reflects 
On His Past 15 Years 
As Leader Of NAACP 

The lane that leads to the 
NAACP headquarters in Balti- 
more is Ben L. Hooks Drive.

Even the five-story, red brick na- 
tional headquarters building of 
the country's oldest civil rights 
organization is named in his 
honor. 

They are tributes to the man 
who piloted the NAACP through 
turbulent times and recently 
handed its helm to a new genera- 
tion. 

Upstairs, in his second floor of- 
fice, the Rev. Dr. Benjamin L. 
Hooks was continuing his work 
routine. But things had changed. 
Dramatically. 

On the last day of last month. 
Hooks officially turned over the 
reins of the National Association 
for the Advancement of Colored 
People to his successor- Rev. Ben 
Chavis. And passing the torch 
wasn't easy. 

"All my days, all my life I've

been proud of the NAACP," said 
Hooks, sitting in the office that 
had been his for a decade and a 
half. "When I was a youngster 
living in Memphis the NAACP 
was it. And those were the rough 
years." 

That's probably why many 
years later, in 1977, Hooks gave 
up his prestigious, highly visible 
life as a Federal Communications 
Commission member in order to 
head the one organization he had 
looked up to as a little Black boy 
growing up in the fiercely racist 
South. 

"I didn't think twice before 
agreeing," said Hooks of his deci- 
sion to walk away from his promi- 
nent position as the FCC's first - 
and at the time only -Black com- 
missioner. 

After all, Hooks' dreams weren't 
just for himself. They were for his 
people. 

"I wanted to play a continuing 
role in the evolution of freeing 
Blacks from the sting of racial 
prejudice and discrimination," ex-

plained Hooks. 

And that is exactly what he did. 
Working 18-hour days, the 
NAACP and Hooks fought in con- 
cert with other civil rights organi- 
zations to win the Martin Luther 
King, Jr. Holiday, sanctions 
against South Africa, strong fair 
housing legislation, and the 1991 
Voting Rights Bill. 

Those facts, Hooks says, were 
among his most difficult accom- 
plishments, especially considering 
they were won despite the Rea- 
gan and Bush administrations 
^bhat intentionally or unintention- 
ally were hostile to the cause 
which I represented." 

But his legacy includes much 
more: During his 15-year tenure 
as executive director/CEO, the 
membership of the NAACP in- 
creased to approximately 600,000; 
a nationwide back-to-school/stay- 
in-school program was launched 
to deal with the high dropout rate 
of minorities; and despite criti- 
cism of ineffectiveness, the or- 
ganization received an 86 percent 
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At 1991 NAACP convention, Hooks 
and his wife, Frances, take to the 
dance floor while U.S. Joint Chiefs of 
Staff Chairman Gen. Colin Powell 
looks on.

The church, not surprisingly, is 
where Hooks plans to continue his 
post-NAACP work. 

"I want to fulfill more of my 
vows to the ministry," says 
Hooks, who received his law de- 
gree from Chicago's DePaul Uni- 
versity because all of the schools 
in his home state were segregat- 
ed. "I feel a call to try to impart 
some of the knowledge that I 
have to others." 

At 68, Hooks will do just that by 
working for an investment compa- 
ny, writing a book and teaching. 
"But my first and primary aim is 
to devote more of my time to the 
ministry and my religious work," 
he makes clear. 

Naturally, Frances Hooks, his 
wife of more than 40 years, will be 
by his side just as she was during 
his NAACP days. 

"I did the very best I could with 
what I had," says Hooks of his 
years at the NAACP. 

"And that was pretty darn 
good!"

Children Benefit From 
Preschool Into Teen Years 

A 21-year study out of the 
University of North Carolina, 
Chapel Hill, maintains that a high 
quality preschool program can 
leave children with academic and 
IQ advancement into their teens. 

Researchers followed 111 in- 
fants from low-income families 
from birth until age 15. The chil- 
dren were divided into two 
groups: one offered high-quality 
preschool training aided by mas- 
ter teachers; the other had no pre- 
school training. 

Among the results: the kids 
with preschool and help from mas- 
ter teachers scored 95 on stan- 
dardized reading tests and 92.1 on 
math tests (where 100 is average). 
Those with no preschool scored 
87.5 in reading and 86 in math. 

U.S. Says All Infants 
Need Sickle Cell Testing 

Regardless of race, newborn ba- 
bies should be tested for sickle 
cell anemia, an affliction which 
largely affects Blacks, and chil- 
dren with the disease should take 
penicillin until age 5, the United 
States Public Health Service has 
said. One in every 375 American 
Blacks has sickle cell anemia, a 
painful condition for which there 
is no cure. 

A study panel of the Public 
Health Service's Agency for 
Health Care Policy and Research 
recommended widespread testing 
because the racial or ethnic ances- 
try of a baby may not be easily de- 
termined.

For a long time, 15 years to be 
exact, Ruth Pointer indulged her 
demons. Her addiction to alcohol. 
Her passion for illegal drugs. And 
her attraction to men who exploit- 
ed her weaknesses then left her 
pregnant and alone. 

And then she met Michael 
Sayles, her husband of nearly 
three years, who just wanted to 
be her friend -a real friend. 

"None of my relationships in the 
past had started that way," says 
Ruth who, after being artificially 
inseminated, is, at 47, expecting 
twins with Sayles. "They were al- 
ways drug induced or partying in- 
duced or sexually inspired rela- 
tionships." 

Sayles couldn't have been more 
different. "He was soooo nice to 
me," coos Ruth, who met her 36- 
year-old husband at a Los An- 
geles gym of which he is part 
owner. 

Not that it was love at first 
sight for either of them. Far from

it. There were just too many anxi- 
eties that the Grammy Award- 
winning songstress had to ad- 
dress. High on the list: race. 

"I've always very seriously pur- 
sued Black men, she confides. 
"All of my husbands were Black 
men." 

Until Sayles. 

"Something inside of me said I 
don't care what color he is," Ruth 
says, explaining how she over- 
came her apprehensions about the 
race question. "He could have 
been a martian. It just felt so com- 
fortable." 

Ditto for Sayles. "Maybe I'm 
blind or foolish, but I haven't had 
a problem being with Ruth and I 
don't look to see what other peo- 
ple's reactions are." 

With the race question disposed 
of, Ruth still had to face her con- 
cerns about their 11-year age 
difference ("I had to let him know 
I wasn't a spring chicken"), and 
what that difference would mean 
if Sayles wanted children. 

"I had my tubes tied," says 
Ruth who, in addition to two 
grandchildren, has two grown 
children and a 15-year-old daugh- 
ter. "I had no plans to get into a 
family situation." 

Those were plans Ruth was all 
too happy to rethink. 

"I started feeling like this is the 
kind of guy I would have wanted 
to be the father of my children," 
says Ruth, who lived with Sayles 
a year before they married. 

But change didn't come easy. 
The spirit was willing but the 
body took some convincing. 




"We had tried to conceive for 
two years as soon as we got mar- 
ried," recalls Ruth, who ultimate- 
ly had to obtain an egg donor, 
take hormone shots three times a 
day every day for months, and be 
artificially inseminated three 
times before becoming pregnant 
last Christmas. 

When Michael called her from 
the doctor's office with the news 
that she was pregnant "I started 
to cry," remembers Ruth, who for 
the first time has a man with 
whom she can share that joy. "I 
rolled out of the bed onto the floor 
on my knees and I was just crying 
and calling God's name. It was 
just so much gratitude. To this 
day I still can't believe we're 
pregnant." 

Once the twins arrive in late 
summer, Michael, who goes to 
every doctor's appointment with

his wife, understands that sharing 
will remain the watchword, par- 
ticularly when Ruth tours with 
her famous sisters. 

"It's not going to be any such 
thing as the mother does this and 
the father does that," explains 
Michael. "It's going to be a shar- 
ing across the board." 

It's a novel concept for Ruth, 
who admits that Michael's con- 
cept of family took some getting 
used to. 

When the relationship grew 
serious the first thing Michael did 
was to fire all of her help— from 
manager to secretary. 

"I was horrified," she recalls. "I 
thought no nanny? What am I go- 
ing to do?" 

What she did was become a con- 
ventional mother to her 15-year- 
old daughter, Issa, doing every-

thing from joining the school car 
pool to attending school events. 

"My daughter and I have be- 
come so close because I am so in- 
volved in her life now," says Ruth, 
who admits one of her greatest 
regrets is putting her career be- 
fore her grown children, 28-year- 
old Faun and 27-year-old Malik. 

She won't make that mistake 
with the twins. 

As Ruth recognizes, very few 
people who spend a decade and a 
half drinking and drugging get a 
second chance at motherhood - 
and life. 

"I feel more responsible now 
than I ever did," she says. "I feel 
like everything that has happened 
to me in the past has made me the 
person who I am today. 

"This must be what God feels I 
really deserve."

Holmes Selected In 1st

He was the first Black player 
from a historically Black universi- 
ty to be selected. 

The 6-foot-3V2, 301-pound 
Holmes from Tylertown, Miss., 
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was the 19th pick overall in NFL 
draft. 

Holmes is the first player from 
Jackson State since 1975 when 
Walter Payton (chosen 4th) and 
Robert Brazile (eighth) were tak- 
en in the draft. 

He is the first player chosen 
from the Southwest Athletic Con- 
ference (SWAC) since Mississippi 
Valley State receiver Jerry Rice 
was selected 16th by the San 
Francisco 49ers.

Dominique Dawes Wins 
2 Silver Medals During 
World Gymnastic Events 

Little Dominique Dawes was 
the talk of the World Gymnastics 
Championships competition in 
Birmingham, England, after she 
became the first Black gymnast to 
win two silver medals in the com- 
petition. 

Dawes captured medals for 
Team U.S.A. in the uneven paral- 
lel bars and balance beam events. 

She actually led competition af- 
ter three events with the pummel 
horse vault competition remain- 
ing. 

Dawes needed a 9.787 in the 
vault to become the overall cham- 
pion. 

However, she took a gamble 
and through out her usual routine 
in which she averaged a 9.8 and 
tried a more difficult experimen- 
tal routine. 

The gamble back-fired and she 
scored much lower than expected 
and fell out of medal contention 
for overall supremacy, with a 
fourth-place finish. 

The gutsy 16-year-old, who 
stands 4-feet, 8V2 inches and 
weighs 80 pounds, was a bit disap- 
pointed she did not win a medal 
for overall performance. 

"I'm really disappointed, but 
Fm excited that I won the silver 
medals. I upgraded my ranking

Bowe filed suit last month in 
Jacksonville, N.C., asking the 
state to administer a blood test to 
determine the father of Tumani 
Rice, son of Nile Shabazz, Bowe's 
former girlfriend. 

Rock Newman, Bowe's manag- 
er, informed Jet that another 
man's name, Jefford Rice, ap- 
pears on the birth certificate and 
he was also sending Ms. Shabazz 
about $250 a month in child- 
support payments. She also had 
been receiving payments from the 
child-welfare system in North 
Carolina while having sued her 
ex-husband for child support. 

"It was as simple as this," 
Bowe's attorney Jeff Fried said. 
"We didn't know she placed anoth- 
er gentleman's name on the birth 
certificate, which caused some 
concern. 

"In filing in North Carolina, 
Riddick wanted to determine 
whether or not he was the father 
even though another name was on 



the certificate," Fried added. 

Bowe's manager said the champ 
had agreed to pay Ms. Shabazz in 
excess of $150,000 in addition to 
granting her liberal visitation 
rights for custody of the boy. But 
she rejected the offer and wanted 
a sum closer to $500,000. 

The real loser appears to be 
Bowe and little Tumani, who had 
grown very fond of each other. 
Bowe took the boy on a family 
outing to Disney World last year. 

"If I had my way, I'd love to be 
his father," Bowe said in USA To- 
day.

Muhammad Ali told his loyal fans 
upon his arrival in Johannesburg 
recently for a 12-day visit.

Now 51 years 
old, the boxing legend whose fast 
fists and speedy feet have been 
slowed by Parkinson's Syndrome, 
finally decided to visit for the first 
time.

He then visited Hani's grieving 
widow, Limpho, and her youngest 
daughter, Nomakwezi. He told 
them that he never had a chance 
to meet Hani, "but I know he 
would want you to be strong." 

This show of support prompted 
journalist Roland A. DiNicola, 
who was travelling with Ali in 
South Africa to observe: "Few 
men could come to South Africa 
under the cloud of Hani's death 
and by the sheer force of then- 
good will touch the hearts of so 
many. It is as though Ali was des- 
tined to arrive at this moment in 
history." 

Although the former boxing 
champion was constantly on the 
move, making speeches to busi- 
ness and political leaders, he found 
time to relax and enjoy entertain- 
ment. He was the guest of a 
theatrical production that depict- 



ed his boxing career. The play was 
the brainchild of playwright 
Mbongeni Ngema, whose stage 
play, Samfina!, was turned into a 
successful movie. Ngema's actress 
wife Leleti Khumalo has a leading 
role in the popular stage play. 

Before departing, he also visit- 
ed and was praised for his 
speeches and calming influence by 
75-year-old Oliver Tambo, who 
gave leadership to the African 
National Congress (ANC) while 
Mandela was in prison. Shortly af- 
ter returning to the U.S., Ali 
learned that Tambo had died of a 
stroke. 

Reflecting upon his visit to 
South Africa during the days of 
assassination, violence, riot and 
death, the three-time boxing 
champ was pleased that the pow- 
er of his presence had a positive 
influence upon the attitudes and 
behavior of millions of Blacks who 
still regard him as "The Great- 
est."
